W. A. CARLYLE SPEAKS 
ON CANADIAN NICKEL 



At a well attended meeting of the 
Mining and Metallurgical Society held 
in the Chemistry and Mining building 
last night, Mr. W. A. Carlylc, grad- 
uate of the class of Mining '87, spoke 
on the mining, smelting and refining of 
the Canadian nickel ores of the Sud- 
bury district. 

The address was well illustrated by 
numerous instructive slides taken at 
the .plants of the British-American 
Nickel Corporation, of which he was 
the managing director. 

The scope of the lecture covered the 
development of the project from the 
preliminary diamond drilling at the 
Murray mine to the erection of the 
refining plant at Dcschcucs, which was 
accomplished in spite of the trying dif- 
ficulties encountered during the war. 

At the conclusion of his remarks the 
speaker was tendered a hearty vote of 
thanks by the chairman, Mr. A. Pow- 
ell, and the meeting adjourned tor re- 
freshments.

Last night a very large gathering had 
the privilege of seeing a demonstration 
oi hypnotism by Mr. H. R. Dc Silva, 
and also of hearing an interesting talk 
by him on the history of hypnotism. Mr. 
de Silva is a graduate of Harvard Uni- 
versity, and is at present connected with 
the Department of Psychology. The 
meeting was held by the Philosophical 
Society, and the president, Wilkinson, 
was in the chair. The minutes of the 
previous meeting were read and adopted; 
these minutes principally dealt with the 
election of officers, the list of which 
las already been published. 

Wilkinson thanked the members for 
having conferred such an honour on him 
he went on to say a few words about 
philosophy and he stated that "Philoso 
phy is a sincere effort after truth." In 
introducing Mr. dc Silva he told of his 
previous training, and explained the na- 
urc of the evening's programme. 

In his opening remarks Mr. dc Silva 
aid that he would give his demonstra- 
tion first, and his talk and explanations 
.ftcrwards. He immediately called in 
he subject whom he had selected to 
:omc forward. Adams, the subject, rc- 
'.lincd in an arm chair provided. Mr. 
de Silva stated that he must help him 
as much as he could, for only in this 
way would the demonstration be possible. 
Then he made motions with his fingers 
and murmured low sounds. Perfect still- 
ness reigned throughout the room ,aud 
.he audience sat spell-bound as the sub- 
ject gradually lost consciousness. The 
hypnotist continued by placing Adams' 
arm in different positions, and showing 
that h stayed as it was placed, although 
the joints were loose. He also placed the 
hands folded over his chest. After ex- 
tending the subject's leg, he showed that 
it was so rigid that neither he nor Wil 
kinson could bend it. Following this, Mr. 
dc Silva started the subject's hands mov- 
ing, and then ordered him to continue; 
.ie fully controlled the speed by merely 
telling him to move faster or slower or 
lo stop. The president of the Society 
then did likewise, until the hypnotist told 
Vdams not to obey him, when he stopped 
noving. 

The next experiment was in giving the 
subject addition and subtraction. His re 
suit for 992—87 was 812, and for 52 
plus 123, as 168, both of which were ra 
ther far out. Mr. de Silva then pinched 
the subject's hand, and both he and Wil 
Vinson stuck pins in his finger. On be 
ing questioned, Adams drowsily remark 
ed that he felt this, but that it did not 
pain him. 

As a final test, the hypnotist told 
Adams he was going to ask Wilkinson 
two questions, one of which the subject 
was to remember, and the other he was 
:o forget. He also gave the subject cer- 
tain instructions as to what he was to do 
when he woke up. Then he told him 
'.o count ten; he was to count five and 
then wake up, but continue counting 
through to ten. It was remarkable to 
notice that as he woke up his voice 
changed and became more assured, Im- 
mediately after coming out, he answered 
certain questions which were put him 
to his feelings, following which he went 
and sat in the scat which Mr. de Silva 
had instructed him to take. 

Mr. de Silva now commenced to talk 
on hypnotism, which, as he said, is not 
a new thing. It was noticed long ago 
that snakes have a sort of charm over 
birds; they fix their gaze on them and 
then devour them. Cats also put birds 
in a passive condition by a power similar 
to hypnotism. From earliest times there 
are records of such people as Hindus ar 
Indians knowing something of hypnot 
power. The Hindus practice antohyp 
notis by fixing their gaze on their nose 
or some other part of their body, whil 
Indians in their war dances produce 'I 
'ame cff<ct. Hypnotism can also be at 
t\ i ted by repeating monoto ions phrase 
or words such as Mesopotamia. 

The first scientist to really take an in 
tcrest in hypnotism was Van Helmart 
At this time it was considered super 
natural and one of the black arts. H 
work is not very important, but he 
notable as being the forerunner of 
number of scientists who have been con 
nected with this art. Another man, who 
lived in Ireland, had the power of 
fecting cures by throwing people into 
trances; his most remarkable case w 
curing the king. This phenomen was

The Convocation Hall at the Royal Vic 
toria College should be filled to capacity 
lis afternoon at five o'clock, when Sir 
Robert L. Borden, K.C.M.G., K.C 
K.C.B., LL.D., will rise to address the 
ndergraduate body of McGill. This is 
he second gathering of the Canadian 
Club this year, and it is due to the en 
dcavour of the executive that Sir Robe i 
is to speak this afternoon. The meet 
inp will be presided over by R. K. Jones 
Arts "23, President of the Club. 

To-day's guest requires no introduction 
Me is remembered and honoured as 
Conservative statesman in Canada, and 
as a broad-minded, tactful diplomat 
abroad. In 1911 he was elected to tl 
eadcrship of the Government at Ottaw 
on the reciprocity question. In this in- 
stance, he was, of course, basing h 
claims upon a Conservative platform, but 
in 1917, after a nation-wide campaign, 
in which he opposed the late Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, he was returned to the head of 
the Union Government, where he remain- 
ed during the troublesome days preced- 
ing peace, and during the momentous 
period after its signing. As Canada's 
representative at the Peace Conference, 
he gained prestige for his country and 
credit for himself, receiving very high 
recommendation from the British dele- 
gation, and much recognition from the 
other powers present. It is, therefore, a 
privilege for McGill to be afforded an 
opportunity of listening to the words of 
uch a noted Canadian, who has come 
here at no small trouble to himself, 

It is not probable that there will be 
more than another general meeting of the 
Canadian Club before the holidays com- 
mence. This may be, then, McGill's last 
chance of the present year to welcome a 
-listinguishcd visitor to its midst. 



Yesterday afternoon the first and 
ccond year members of the Mechan- 
ical Club visited the "Star" and the 
Main Exchange of the Bell Telephone 
Co. About fifteen students availed 
themselves of this splendid opportun- 
to sec the inner workings of a 
newspaper and also of a telephone ex- 
change. 

Leaving the Union at 2 o'clock the 
party proceeded to the "Star" office, 
where Mr. Little took it in charge. 
He conducted the students through 
every department of the establishment, 
explaining each operation in detail and 
answering the numerous questions put 
to him. 

The printing presses are in the base- 
ment; the 1st, 2nd, 3rd and 4th floors 
arc utilized for the main offices and 
the offices of the various departments, 
and the composing is done on the 5th 
floor. The distributing department is 
the building on the other side ' of 
Fortification Lane, and is connected 
with the St. James street building by 
four "bridges." 

The printing room was visited first. 
The party arrived just a few minutes 
before the presses were put in opera- 
tion to turn out the first edition of 
the paper. During this interval Mr. 
Little explained the operations of the 
presses. There are five printing 
presses, four "angle guide" and one 
'three-decker," each with a capacity of 
20,000 to 24,000 copies per hour. The 
rolls of paper are handled by electric 
cranes, as the 72-in. roll weighs 1200 
lbs and contains 31-2 miles of paper. 
The semi-circular shells of type arc ad- 
justed in the machine, and the paper 
threaded through. The ink is applied 
to the type by feed rollers dipping in 
troughs; 1 lb. of ink prints 125 rolls, 
ind 90 lbs. arc used daily, as well as 
350 miles of 36-in. paper. 

Three rolls of paper arc printed sep- 
arately, and then run together through 
a machine that cuts the papers, folds 
them, counts them, and delivers them 
to an endless belt conveyor. This 
conveyor delivers them to the depart 
ment on the other side of Fortification 
Lane, where they arc tied up in bun 
dies and delivered to the news agen-

A CORRECTION 

In yesterday's "Daily 
nounced that Law '25 had been vic- 
torious over Law '23 in the debate 
held in the Law building on Tues- 
day.

Three editions arc printed daily. At 
2:30 the first edition comes out giving 
the noon quotations of stock market. 
At 3:30 the second edition appears on 
the street, giving the closing quota- 
tions of the stock market. It is wor 
thy of note that although the market 
only closes at three o'clock, the "Star" 
containing the closing quotations is for 
sale within half an hour. The final 
edition is out at 6 o'clock containing 
news that has come in since the first 
edition was issued. 

The next department to be visited 
was the mailing room. From this of- 
fice the "Star" is sent out all over the 
country daily — in fact ninety-six per 
cent of the post offices in Canada are 
on the mailing list. The "Star" has 
its own mailing bags and its own mail- 
ing system whereby it is practically 
impossible for a paper to go to the 
wrong destination . 

The party then proceeded to the 
composing room. Here the type is 
prepared on the Linotype machines. 
Plates of photographs and other than 
printed matter are made by an etch- 
ing process. This work is not done 
on the premises. 

The intricate working of the fascin- 
ating Linotype type-setting machines 
was carefully explained, and many 
blocks of type were cast and distribut 
cd as souvenir paper-weights. 

When a number of lines of type have 
been cast they arc put in a "galley 
and taken to a composing table, where 
the various articles are arranged in 
"rack" in their proper positions, so as 
to form a page of printed matter. A 
proof is then taken for the proof-read- 
ers, and any necessary corrections are 
made. A matrix is ihcn made of this 
type. Five sheets of tissue paper are 
pasted together .with a special brand 
of paste. One of these five-ply sheets 
is placed on the frame containing the 
type and the whole put into a steam- 
heated press. Here the impression is 
made on the matrix and the paste 
hardened by the heat. The matrix 
is then placed in a mould and hot metal

If the present desire of the slu- 
lents, namely that the dining room be rc- 
jpened on a revised basis, is frustrated, 
t is stated that the matter may lake 
m even more serious turn.

DISPLAY OF HYPNOTISM 
LAST NIGHT

also used by priests and religious to 
drive the devils from people. 

Mesmer was very deeply interested, 
placed. 

and he concentrated on tlie subject to 
such an extent, that even now this prac 
,tice is spoken of as "mesmerism." At 
this point "the former subject, Adams, 
broke in and asked thc question he had 
been told to ask when he wa shypno 
tired. "What time did Mesmer live,' 
and after the lecturer had answered 
there was applause at this fresh evidence 
of thc hypnotist's power. He continued 
about Mesmer, saying that he effected 
many cures and thought he had super- 
natural powers, but he made no attempt 
to explain thc phenomena in a more nat 
.lirai way. He thought that there was 
something in the nature of magnetic 
transmission which caused these changes 
in people's state. A committee of medi- 
cal men which met at this time to con- 
Jidcr whether they would adopt hypno- 
tism into their practice, turned it down 
ause of thc fraud that they had not- 
ed in connection with it. 
Brade introduced the name hypnosis, 
and he was a medical man. He found 
that it could be used in surgical opera- 
tions, and for a time surgeons did make 
some use of this power. However, 
'Just at this time chloroform was 'discov- 
ered, and hypnosis was thrown into dis- 
repute, principally because of its many 
disadvantages in the medical connection. 
It had sometimes occurred that the pa- 
tient would wake up in thc middle of 
the operation with disastrous results. 
Among the scientists hypnotism lost fa- 



At this time hypnotism was divided 
into three classes: (I) Physiological, 
(2) Pathological ; (3) Psychological, and 
these are thc heads under which modern 
hypnotism falls. 

In regard to thc Pathological study of 
hypnotism, Sharks, has given us many 
facts and principally those connected 
with hysteria. He points out that the 
three stages arc (1) lethargy; (2) cata 
lepsy; (3) somnabulism. Thc effects 
arc (1) loss of feeling of pain; (2) 
heightened form of sensibility 'such as 
idling the difference between two blank 
:ards; (3j Positive hallucination, such 
as describing a thing in detail that docs 
not exist. 

Mr. dc Silva brought out thc fact that 
ome people arc easier to put under than 
others, such as Hindus, who have a pecu- 
iar temperament and nervous system He 
also showed that post-hypnotic suggestion 
must be within certain limits, that is, it 
must not be against a man's moral scru- 
ples. 

At the conclusion of Mr. dc Silva's 
•ccch he asked for any questions which 
might have arisen to be expressed. He 
was asked many questions, all of which 
he answered satisfactorily. He brought 
out the fact here that people do not feel 
satisfied unless they carry out post-hyp- 
notic suggestions. 

Mr. Taylor proposed a very hearty 
vote of thanks to the speaker, and Dr. 
Hickson, in seconding, stated how much 
ie appreciated thc speech, because it con- 
nected Philosophy with reality. 

Wilkinson declared the meeting ad- 
journed, and stated that he hoped that 
another meeting would be held in about 
hree weeks.

Sir Robert Borden delivered an im- 
pressivc address last night at the R. 

.C. at a public meeting held under 
the auspices of the National Council 
of Women of Canada. Miss Carmac- 
.hal, who just recently assumed her 
-Ittties as president of this Council, 
nrefneed Sir Robert's address by à 
highly interesting reading concerning 
the activities oi the Council, and in- 
troducing this notable personage who 
is the. president of the Canadian So- 
ciety of the League of Nations. 

Sir Robert, assuming that character- 
istic attitude and pose of the veteran 
orator, and with that impressive, deep, 
rolling voice of his, immediately gain- 
ed the tense interest of everyone in 
the audience. He commended the 
work of the women through the med- 
ium of their Council, and the principles 
for which they are expending so much 
effective effort, saying, "You have a 
greater power now, having achieved 
the franchise, than ever before." 
There is every need in this country of 
those who can assume charge of pub- 
lic opinion and direct it into channels 
that will lead to the fostering of world 
peace, "the Parliament of man, the 
Federation of the world." In this di- 
rection women, who arc gaining an 
equality with the opposite sex that en- 
ables them to take part in the mo.-t 
important problems facing humanity, 
can lend invaluable assistance. 

When the Canadian Society oi the 
League was first organized Sir Rober 
was offered the presidency, but he wa 
ill poor health at the time, having give 
up all his public duties to try to re 
gain his failing strength, and refuse 
the position. Still he was urged tc 
accept the office and finally consente 
with the understanding that his dtttie: 
would be very light. There are four 
branches of the Society in Canada, at 
Toronto, Hamilton, Ottawa and Hali- 
fax. Commenting on the vital need , 
of such a society and the principle for ; 
which it stands— world peace — Sir ; 
Robert said: "No nation can live by 
itself alone. The United States can- 
not live alone. Every nation sits vir 
tually at the threshold of every other.' 
He then read part of an address by 
prominent leader of the National Coir 
cil of Women, who expressed her atl 
tude towards the League in the fo 
lowing words: "It is not enough to d< 
sire peace, or even pray for it: w 
must work for it." From the mind 
of men the horrors of the war mu 
fade but from the minds of mothers 
never. It is from the mothers o 
world that the League of Nations wi 
receive a dynamic power. The speak 
cr commended these words to every 
one, expressing the hope that the 
would sink deep into the hearts of ail 
The Canadian Society of the Leag:: 
was formed eighteen months ago. I 
has a five-fold object — to promote in 
tcrnational peace; to supply infornl: 
tion concerning the activities of tl 
League of Nations: to study inter;'- 
tional problems; to foster mutual if 
derstanding between Canada and oil: 
countries; and finally to promote gu< 
fellowship between the Society an 
other organizations of a like character 
The League of Nations Covenan 
constitutes the first part of the pear 
treaty signed at Versailles in June, 
1919. At the time the League wa 
created there were more than thirt- 
nations represented at Paris and whe 
joined it then. Now, all the civilized 
nations of the world arc represented 
on it except nine. Among these re- 
maining nine are Germany, United 
States and Mexico. The general 
scheme of the League is that the ad- 
hering nations shall submit their griev- 
ances to the jurisdiction of the repre- 
sentatives; to deal with questions of 
health affecting humanity; to suppress 
the distribution of dangerous drugs; 
to suppress the traffic in women and 
children; to punish any country which 
wilfully resorts to war. Sir Robert 
sought to impress that the League is 
not a transitory, inactive thing but that 
it is a permanent, vital reality. 
August, 1914, Sir Edward Grey la 
boured as no other living being coul* 
to bring about a conference that mjghl 
have prevented war. Why was he no 
able to do so? Because it takr 
months to achieve such an objec! 
While Sir Edward Grey was strivm 
to his vutmost to bring about the. ir 
possible the great war began and ? 
a result "the foundations of civiliz: 
tion arc still crumbling from it." Th 
League of Nations is always prepared 
to deal with international disputes in 
a very short length of time. 

There arc three main divisions of 
the League, the Council, the Assem- 
bly, and the Secretariat. At first the 
Council was given a supreme position, 
and the Assembly a very minor one,' 
but the present tendency is for the 
Council to assume the attitude of a 
Cabinet, and the Assembly a parli».

ment. The Council meets every two 
weeks, the Assembly twice a year. 
The Council has to report to the As- 
sembly, thereby coming under the 
criticism of the latter. Also the As- 
sembly is in charge of the Budget so 
that the Council has not the authority 
to expend at will. Sir Robert said: 
"What we want is the co-operation of 
all the nations of the world. 1 do 
not believe that the peace of the world 
can be maintained by bare diplomatic 
machinery of any kind; you have to 
have the living spirit itself to work 
the machine." At the Disarmament 
Conference at Washington the nations' 
representatives who assembled there 
conferred in an atmosphere oi suspic- 
ion and distrust; the essential spirit of 
fellowship was sadly lacking. The 
only hope for the success of the efforts 
of such a representation is "to bring 
the representatives face to face around 
a common council table that they may

learn to know each other. "I believe 
the only path to peace of the world is 
through public opinion." 

What has the League done in its 
.wo and a half years of existence? It 
has prevented war between Sweden 
and Finland, between Jugo-SIavia and 
Albania, between Poland and Lith- 
uania, and lastly between Germany and 
Poland. In connection with these last 
two countries named the most diffi- 
culty was experienced. It was al- 
most impossible to draw tip a treaty 
satisfactory to both parties. How- 
ever, a treaty consisting of six hun- 
dred clauses was finally signed and 
"this danger which threatened the 
world was -ettlcd once and for all." 
The League has done much for the 
carrying on of a war against contag- 
ous diseases; it has worked hard to 
ameliorate labour conditions, to sup- 
press the white slave traffic, and has 
taken effective action in defending min- 



orities, such as Poland, which might 
be crushed by larger nations. 

Speaking of the reduction of arma- 
ments Sir Robert expressed the opin- 
ion that the question of reparations. 
inter-Allied debt and the restoration 
oi mutual confidences among nations 
would have to be dealt with before 
the consideration of the reduction of 
armaments. He is confident that al- 
though the United States has not join- 
ed the League, the spirit oi the Amer- 
icans is heartily in favour of the pur- 
pose of it. 

"Some people speak scornfully of the 
League. I cannot think these people 
really understand what it has accom- 
plished. If there was no League of 
Nations what would you propose in- 
stead? Would you go back again to 
the horrors oi }9~Uî If the League is 
going to succeed if will succeed with 
public opinion behind it, and the public 
opinion of each country goes to make 



up the public opinion of the world, si 
we have a duty to perform to voice oui 
interest in this great movement. 

During the war no sacrifice was toij 
great, we mounted on wings as caglei 
we ran and were not weary: can wl 
not now in time of peace walk ami 
not faint. Is it not worth while J 
use some of the same energy and en] 
thusiasm the place may be preserved. 
Why not use these same qualities 
time of peace in order that the grea| 
.-torin, of 191-1 may not rise again."
